President Nixon's r ec6mm .cnda- 
tion is for the election of one or 
two members of the House of 
Representatives I consistent with 
the District's population), and for 
the naming of possibly two Sena* 
tors— as in the case of the Mutes, 
Such a constitutional amendment 
will require the approval of two-, 
thirds of the members of the U. 
S. House and Senate, as well as 
ratification by the legislatures of 
three-fourths <3il) of ihc Slates. 

Representation of the District of 
Columbia in the United States 
Congress would permit Hie" focus- 
ing of attention on the peculiar 
needs and status of the scut of 
our .Federal Government. The 
continued denial of such repre- 
sentation would appear to- be 
most inequitable and unwise. 
Even with 53S members of both 
the House and Senate considering 
now that they have a responsi- 
bility for the future of otir na- 
tion's capital, there is not the 
clear, distinct and significant 
"voice" articulating the prob- 
lems of Washington and suggest- 
ing the solutions which eon and 
must be forthcoming. However, 
members of the U.S. House and 
Senate— if elected from and for 
the District of Columbia— could 
and would perform this needed 
role of spokesman and intermedi- 
ary.

exceed nine months. • * 

Each member will also be. paid 
$75 for each day, not to exceed 
100 days, that he is In attendance, 
a mileage' allowance and a $120 
postage allotment. (The bill also 
sets but a procedure for the con- 
vention and appropriates $2,880,- 
000 for salaries and ordinary con- 
tingent expenses.) 
■ The law provides that once 
your elected delegates have or- 
ganized themselves' into working 
Con Con units, you have the 
right to Voice your opinions at 
the various public hearings on 
every aspect of our constitution. 
Based on these hearings— and 
your participation' in them— the 
convention will make its report 
to the people of Illinois. It -will 
i hen be your job to evaluate the 
Con Con report; and vote a third 
time, this time on the conven- 
tion's final recommendations. 

This last vote may be one. of 
the most important in your, life, 
because the outcome of this elec- 
tion will daily affect the lives of 
you, your children, your grand- 
children . . . and perhaps beyond;

T (Continues from page oneS 
such speakers should not advo- 
cate actions which are illegal or 
contrary to College rules and reg- 
ulations, and local, state and fed- 
eral law. - 

Further, students at CLC will 
be encouraged to- individually and 
/ori -collectively express their 
views on institutional policy as 
well as matters of general student 
interest through their representa- 
tive student association. Dr. 
Bloycr said, the administration 
will make a concentrated effort 
to continually involve student 
members of the academic com-, 
munily in decisions which could 
affect the students. 

He further emphasized that CLC 
administrators believe, that self! 
discipline is an important. facet of 
education and that ', students 
should be responsible for their 
own conduct. 

, Dr. Bloycr notes several actions 
which will be considered viola- 
tions or College standards for stu- 
dent conduct and which could 
result in serious disciplinary ac- 
tion or dismissal: 

—Threatening the life or pliysi- 
,cal safety of self or others. 

—Preventing or attempting to 
prevent any student, faculty 
member or official College vis- 
itor from attending class, ' par- 
ticipating in College activities or 
otherwise carrying out his duties 
or obligations; 

—Intentionally impeding nor- 
mal pedestrian traffic within the 
College Campus. 

Inflicting damage to College 
equipment or facilities. 

—Violating any conditions of 
probation. \ 

—Academic dishonesty. 
\ In conclusion, Dr. Bloycr said, 
"When a student accepts admis- 
misson to the College of Lake 
County,' the College assumes that 
he thereby agrees to conduct him- 
self in accordance wit li its poli- 
cies, standards and regulations."

A bill designed to plug a tax 
loophole that has deprived Illi- 
nois communities of millions of 
dollars in revenue during, the 
past decade is expected io come 
up for consideration in the State 
Senate during Ihe next week. 

The measure, HB 329, would 
tax property leased to commer- 
cial and industrial occupants by 
such tax-exempt owners as uni- 
versities, colleges and a railroad. 
At present no properly tax is 
paid on this real estate. The 
drive to enact legislation elim- 
inating the abuse is headed by 
Cook County Assessor P. J. Cul- 
lerton, sponsor of the proposal, 
and Rep. Robert F. McPorllln 
of Chicago's- 181 h District,, who 
introduced the bill.* The. bill 
passed (he House, 141 to 10, after 
winning approval In the House 
Revenue Committee, 26-5, 

. Cullerton estimates that Cook 
County communities are current- 
ly losing about a quarter of a 
million dollars a year on five 
properties alone 1 that arc leased 
by major private companies. ''Un- 
less we curb this tax-avoidance 
scheme now," he said, "the pro- 
posed construction or skyscrapers 
in the development of air rights 
along one section of Chicago's 
lake front, could cost the-city 
$35,000,000 a year- in jost taxes." 

McPn rllh i said he Is disturbed 
over the inequality of the present 
situation as far as the small tax- 
payer Is concerned. "The aver- 
age property owner pays Ins fair 
share to support local govern- 
mont," he pointed out, '^and th ere 
Is no reason why these giant 
firms can't do the same. Unless

erty owner." 

The tax exemptions in ques- 
tion were provided in special 
charters issued by the General 
Assembly more than a century 
ago. The purpose was to provide 
financial relief for educational 
institutions. 

"We don't question the tax 
exemption where properly is be- 
ing used for educational purpos- 
es." Cullerton sold. "This was 
the intent of the charters and we 
agree with it. . However, you 
can't justify the exemption when 
it is applied 'to property, that a 
university or college leases out 
for commercial or industrial use. 
R becomes nothing more than a 
tax dodge. These people aren't 
paying their share of the bill for 
police and fire protection and 
other municipal services. 

In Cook County there ore five 



large business properties where 
the tax bills should range from 
$30,000 to $75,000- a year, . In- 
stead, because of this 100-year- 
old exemption, nothing is paid. 
To make matters worse, the prop- 
erties were built- to specifications 
provided by the present tenants 
as part of a lease agreement. The 
five lease 'arrangements occured 
over a period of only a couple 
of years, which demonstrates 
how the. practice can mushroom. 
This is premeditated tax evasion. 
It also constitutes an unfair com- 
petitive advantage— for either the 
tenant (who has a lower operat- 
ing cost because he doesn't have 
to pay taxes), Ihe owner (who 
can charge lower rents), or both/ 

The situation becomes down, 
right frightening when you con- 
sider the potential development of 
the. air rights on the lake front, 
If this became leased properly 
and hence non-taxable, we would 
then have the situation of a tax- 
free island right, in the center of 
the Loop. We could be deprived 
of an estimated $35,000 a year 
in property taxes, and it would 
reduce the taxable clement in our 
rolls to the point where the bur- 
den would be impossible. A chain 
reaction would be felt throughout 
Illinois, as the need for more 
state lax money in Chicago would 
cut into the. state funds that 
would be available for school dis- 
trict s aiul local governments." 

McPartlin said the legislation 
technically wi>uld impose a use 
lax in lieu of a real estate tax. 
This would avoid any legal en- 
tanglements—arising- from . the 
granting of the original charters. 
The use tax would be equivalent 
tiFwliarrcal Estate - 1 axes should 
be. He said the use lax would 
apply jsojcly to the commercial or 
Industrial user of the otherwise 
tax-exempt property and would 
not apply to the university or col- 
lege owning the property. 

"Unless this tax-exempt status

' • Failure to. use seat belts while 
driving may become costly in 
more ways than one, 

Seat belt proponents continual* 
ly point to the thousands of deaths 
and disabling injuries recorded on 
the nation's highways each year 
as* the high price motorists are 
paying for not buckling up. 
. The motorists, however, appar- 
ently have only been half 'listen- 
ing^" A "recent study indicated 
that as many as two -thirds of the 
nation's drivers and passengers 
use their seat 'belts "only part 
of thetime."„ 

But' now it appears that state 
officials . may hove their . say 
about. the matter. And their ap- 
proach will be costly loo— through 
the pocketbook 

There is "increasing evidence of 
mounting pressures among states 
to make seat belt use mandatory, 
and to impose fines on violators. 

Going one step further, juries 
in some states are reducing the 
amount of damages awarded in 
personal injury suits because the 
plaintiff showed "negligence" in 
not wearing a seat belt. 

In Indiana- recently; a driver 
was arrested for not having his 
seat belt fastened. His guilty 
plea in court drew a fine of $18.75. 

The Indiana state law contained 
a phrase thai the belts were in- 
stalled for use", which the ar- 
resting state trooper and judge 
interpreted as placing a responsi- 
bility on the driver to buckle the 
belts while operating his vehicle. 

An. official of one of the na- 
tion's largest auto Insurance com- 
panies reports that his files 
clearly show that juries are deny- 
ing or reducing damage awards 
for persons who suffer Injuries 
"in excess of what they would 
Rave received if they had been 
wearing seat belts" at the time 
Of the accident. 

In a Sheboygan County, Wis., 
case, for example; the judge told 
the jury "It must he clear that 
the Wisconsin Scat Belt statute 
contemplates the use of such 
belts when the car j is equipped 
with them." ... , 
, ^Weighing the judge's wprds i: the 
jury found, the seat be] tless plain- 
tiff' "10 per cent negligent" -and 
reduced the award for his Injuries 
by that amount,.' . H. ';.- . 

While Illinois;/ law .doebn*t re- 
quire that seat belts be used, it 
is mandatory;- that :- all ; 1965 mod- 
el, and new cars ; be equipped with 
the safety devices.' 



Two-Year License 
Plates Wins Okay 



Legislation providing For two- 
year passenger car licenses was 
overwhelmingly passed by the 
House .of Representatives Secre- 
tary of State Paul Powell has 
announced. 

"'The series of bills, sponsored 
by Representative Clyde Choate, 
would establish a- two-year license 
plate - for -passenger- cars, -begin- 
ning in 1971, Secretary Powell 
said. • 

The measure, supported by 
Secretary Powell, is designed to 
save. the state approximately 10 
million •.dollars every two-years, 
with no increase in taxes. 

With the two year license plate 
system the Individuals who ; pay 
$8.00 a year J woiiltL pay $16 for 
the two year period, The high- 
est plate which costs $24.00 a 
year, would be $48 for the two 
years, but there would be no in- 
crease in fees. 

• Under this measure,, in addi- 
tion to saving money, the state 
would also collect interest for the 
entire year on the portion of the 
fees representing the second year 
of' the period, Powell said.
